‘hereis perhaps nothing so pleasant 
to one living in the city as a few hours 
respite from his daily routine ef duty 
and a little run into the country ona 
pic-nic excursion with its concomitants 
of fresh alr, Leautifal scenery and the 
freedom from restraint so universal on 
such an occasien. 

While thisis true speaking generally, 
it was especially the case on the occa- 
sion to which we have reference—-the 
excursion of the pupils. white and col- 
ored, of the Insitute forthe Deal and 
Dumb and Blind to Lockville, last 
Thursday—a treat jong to be remem- 
bered by all who participated. 

At about 6 o’clock, A. M., we werc off 
and saw old Raleigh disappeartng in 
the distance-—a very nice littie city, by 
the way, but very poorly appreciated by 
our party at that Ume, inasmuch as we 
were longing to get beyond its confines 
into the green fclds and breezy woods 
which, in the caverness of our antici- 
pation, appeared almost a paradise.

We have only to regret 
in connection with the boat ride, that 
since our return one or two of our la- 
dieshave no heart for anything, they 
having left them up there, 

‘The dinner taken between the two 
trips of the boat necessary to the giving 
us all a ride, was exactly comme il faut, 
and did credit to our house-keeper, Mrs. 
Taylor, of whom we are jastly proad 
and to whem we wish In this public 
manner, to express our heartlelt thanks,

Upon examination, it was found that 
fourteen counties in the District were 
represented, embracing all except Pam- 
lico and Dare. 

On imotion, the Chair appointed the 
following gentlemen as a Commtttee on 
Permanent Organization: Messrs. J.T. 
Bond, W. P. Shaw, T. J. Norman, Thos, 
Crawford, Ephraim Lee, W. 8S. Carter, 
G. Bernard, O. Coke, J. C. Skinner, 
Gatling, P. I. Creecy, G.G. Luke, 
Griggs, and W. IH. Patrick. 

Aiter a short retirement, the said 
Committee made the following report :

Judge A. S. Merrimon, the Conser- 
rative candidate for the Governorship 
of Nortu Carolina, being present, was 
invited to addre3s the meeting, which 
he did in an able and eloquent speech 
of some two hours and a half in length. 

On motion it was agreed that the vote 
of the Convent’on for the nominations 
should be cast sccording to the repre- 
sentation of the -everal counties in the 
lower house of the Legislature, and a 
majority vote established. 

On motion of Col. Martin,the Conven- 
proceeded to baliot for the uomination 
of a candidate for Congress, which re- 
sulted in the sclection, on the fourth 
ballot, of Col. Davis M. Carter, of Beau- 
fort 

On motion, the Cavention then ad- 
journed watil 74 P. M. 

“NIGHT SESSION. 

The Convention reessembied in the 

Court House at 74 P. M. 

On motion. the Chair was instructed 
tu appoint two delegates and two alter- 
naies to attend the Democratic 
National Convention to be held in Bal- 
timore on the Sth of July, and accord- 


ingly Messrs. Henry A. Gilliam, of 


Chowan, and J. L. Mitchell, of Bertie, 
were appointed delegates, and Messrs. 


F. B. Satterthwaitefof Beaufort, and 


Thos. G. Skinner, of Pequimans, al- 
ternates., 

The following report from the Com- 
mittee on Resoluiions was read and 
adopted: 

‘The resolutions were of the most pa- 
triotic order, heartily endorsing the 
State ticket and the nomiuation of to- 
day, but we have not the space to pub- 
lish them here.) 

The Convention then proceeded to 
elect an Elector for tue First Congres- 
sional District, resulting in the selection, 
by acclamation, of Captain Octavious 
Coke, of Chowan, and the Chairman was 
instructed to appoint two sub-electors 
for each county. Capt. Coke aecepted 
the nomination in a most cordial man- 
ner. 

Col. David M. Carter then accepted 
the nomination which had been ten- 
dered jim that day. 

He was followed by speeches froma 
number of gentlemen, embracing Messrs. 
J. EK. Moore, T. J. Jarvis, L. C. Latham, 
J. Mitchell, F.B.Satterthwaite, 
B. Spruil, Col Martin and others. 

On motion the tollowing resolution 
was adopted : 

Resolved, That the Chairman of this 
Convention appoint one energetic can- 
vasser and agent to solicit contributions 
and subscriptions for the Heonomist 
newspaper,published at Elizabeth City, 
that it may be, as it well deserves to'be, 
an organ of the party in this District, 
and an institution of usefulness to the 
party in this State. 

On motion the thanks of the Conven- 
tion was returned the President of the 
meeting for the able manner in which 
he had presided over its deliberations, 
and to the Secretaries for their services. 

On motion, a vote of thanks was 
tendered to the citizens of Edenton for 
the generous hospitality they had ex- 
tended the delegates to this Conven- 
tion. 

On motion, the Convention then ad- 
journed sine die.

Educational. 
III, 


History teaches how slowly civiliza- 
tion advances, and how suddenly and 
completely its slow conquests may te 
lost. Society may be said to be con-— 
ditioned, toa very great extent, upon 
its educational system. Whatever 
touches the latter, affects the tormer.— 
The latter being known, the former 
may be ascertained. Most of the na- 
tions of Europe have discovered this 
and have been acting upon it. There 
has been a marked activity and interest 
manifested recently, by the miost en- 
lightened nations of Europe and by 
most of the Statcs of this Union, in 
regard to education. Education is em- 
phatically the great question of the 
times in which we live. 

The admirable system adopted by 
Holland in 1806 has placed the Little 
Dutch Republic in the front rank of 
educators in Europe. ednu- 
cationa! machinery, constructed and 
put in operation by the Prussian gov- 
croment, about the same time, and I may 
say, at a time when the success of the 
French Imperial arms had greatly im- 
poverished the country, has made 
Prussia the great power in Europe. 
Prussia, in her poverty and humiliation, 
laid the foundatica of her present 


for a thorough systein of public instruc- 
tion. Prussia, having accomplished 
emancipation, 1s inaugurating a system 
for instructing the vast masses of a pop- 
ulation of over 26,000,000. Turkey, 
with a population of thirty-four mill- 
ions, has adopted a system of public 
education. IT*‘rance in 1830, adopted a 
system, and the journals of that coun- 
try are now advocating popular educa- 
tioa, upon the grouud that “the Repub- 
lic can only be founded upon the educa- 
tion of the people.” England in 
1879, fur the first time in her history, 
established a system of schools by an 
act of Parliament. Nearly every nation 
in Europe has a system of popular cdu- 
cation. The United States Government 
recently gave of the public land, for es- 
tablishing Agricultural Schooisin every 
State in the Union, and a bill recently 
passed the House of Representatives to 
appropriate the entire public demain 
for promoting education. 

In addition to these public testimo- 
nies in favor of popular cducation, oti- 
ers, perhaps Jess conspicuous, but not 
less interesting, may be given. 

On the 7th day of February, 1867, 
George Peabody, a native of Massachu- 
setts, but for the last thirty years of his 
life, residing in the city of London, gave 
one milion of dollars te Trustees, of 
whom Walliam <A. Graham, of this 
State, is onc, to be held in trust, 
for the encouragement of intellectual, 
moral, and industrial education 
in the Southern and Southwestern 
States. The Trustees accepted the 
trust and appointed the Rev. Barnas 
Sears, D. D., at that time President of 
Brown University, of Rhode Island, by a 
unanimous vote, general Agent for car- 
rying out the designs of the trust. In 
July, 1869, Mr. Peabody added another 
million incash to his former donatico, 
and a illion five hundred thousand 
Florida and Mississippi bonds, making 
a sum total of three and a half millions. 
Only two millions of this, however, are 
now available, and tbe income of which, 
one hundred and twenty thousand dol- 
lars a year, is applied to encourage free 
public schools in the Southeru States. 
In his letter to the Trustees, atthe time 
of his last gift, Mr. Peabody says: 

“And I beg to take this op- 
portunity of thanking, with all 
my heart, the people of the South 
themselves for the cordial spirit with 
which they have received the trust,and 
tor the energetic efforts which they 
have made in co-operation with your- 
selves and Dr. Sears, for carrying out 
the plans which have been proposed 
and matured fer the diffusion of the 
blessings of education in their respect- 
ive States.” 

The administration of this fund, an- 
der the able and efficient management 
of Dr. Sears and the trustees, is doing 
much to direct the public mind to the 


advantages of free education ig North 


greatness, by adoptiig and providing»

Carolina. It has excited an interest in 
education in many localiticsin the State. 
There is one small county 1n this State 
in which four schools are maintained, 
ten months in the year, containing in 
all over one thousand pupils, which 
have been brought into existence by the 
Peabody Educational Fund as admin- 
istered by Dr. Sears.
